The famed "MIG Killer," the North American F-86 
Sabre Jet, will ^be on exhibit in Torrance as part of the 
city's salute to the "Golden Anniversary of Air Power,* 
October 14-18. *                

The F-86 on display will be a 
wingless cut-away version of 
a part of the fuselage has 
been remove*! so spectators may 
view the jet engine, flight con­ 
trols and other intricate equip- 
ment. A special /amp has been 
built on the planes trailer so 
visitors may closely examine 
the cockpit and the life-saving 
pilot ejection seat.

The Sabre Jet proved its met­ 
tle in North Korean skies by 
completely mastering the Rus­ 
sian-built MIG-15 in aerial com­ 
bat. Air Force officials state 
that all 39 "Aces" in the Korean 
conflict flew F-86's.

The craft holds the world's 
official speed record of 715.7 
miles per hour, broken later by 
a sister craft the advanced F- 
86D.

Sponsoring Chamber of Com­ 
merce officials said the Sabre 
Jet will join the Ryan "Fire- 
bee" Drone and also the X-7 
Rocket in a public display to be 
located at El Prado and Crav­ 
ens in downtown Torrance. The 
Lockheed X-7 was announced 
lust last week as the missile 
that smashed all speed records 
with runs of over 2300 miles

At 21,379 
In Schools

On May 8 of this year, Dr. 
Warren Hamilton, Director of 
Special Services for the Tor­ 
rance Unified School District 
predicted school enrollment, this 
October would be 21,379.

Move to End
Subsidence
Problem

A resolution urging the State 
Legislature to lond every assist­ 
ance to legislation looking 
toward the solution of the sub­ 
sidence problem in the Long 
Beach-Los Angeles harbor area 
was presented to the Bourn1 of 
Supervisors Tuesday by Super­ 
visor Burton W. Chaco.

Ch ace's resolution, unani 
mously approved by the Board 
of Supervisors, was directed 
specifically to the Assembly's 
Interim Committee on Manu­ 
facturing, Oil and Mining which 
is slated to start a series of 
hearings on the subsidence 
problem in Long Beach thi 
week.

Chaco pointed out in his res 
olution that land sinking in the 
area has occured to a depth of 
as much as 24 feet and is con­ 
tinuing to sink at the rate of 
one foot a year, posing a threat 
to the safety and lives of 
thousands of persons who work 
in the area.

The resolution further point­ 
ed out that the subsidence now 
threatens the Naval Shipyard, 
vitaf to the defense of Cali­ 
fornia, which employs 6,500 
people.

Chace stated that unless an 
adequate State law bringing 
about ,a solution to the sub­ 
sidence problem is enacted, the 
Federal Government will close 
the shipyard in 1958.

The subsidence. Chace said, 
also poses a serious threat to 
numerous other large Indus 
tries, "vital to the prosperity of 
the people of Los Angeles 
County now located In that 
area."

Powell said that his office had jurisdiction over some 573 
wells in the area encompassing Torrance. In the last few months, 
his agent has investigated some 90 violations of which 25 have 
been corrected and about 39 have been partially corrected.

But. he's the first to admit that violations occur continually 
and his staff is attempting to keep abreast of each violation re­ 
ported.

He added that'(ho problem hardly exists with the major oil 
companies which maintain wells in this region. The violations, ac­ 
cording to Powell, are usually connected with small independent 
operators.

When a complaint is registered, the first step taken by Pow- 
ell's office is to make a survey and evaluate the violation and 
the danger. Then they must contact the owner or the party in 
'possession about the violation. Usually, there Is an acknowledge­ 
ment of notice of violation on the part of the well owner who in 
mo.st instances complies to abate the ha/.ard.
